Council, Russian Club 
To Give Symposium 


Rules Outlined For 
SC Campaign Peric 


• THE CAMPAIGN PERIOD for 
Student Council elections will be- 
gin April 20, and will end at mid- 
night Tuesday, April 28. 

The election period will begin 
at 8t00 a.m., Wednesday, April 29 
and last through 8:00 p.m., Thurs- 
day, April 30. 

Council advocate Tim Mead has 
outlined the rules for campaign- 
ing. Campaigning was defined as 
the use of any reasonable means 
necessary to influence the opinion 
of voters to ballot for a particu- 
lar candidate. Certain limitations 
have been established: there may 
be no more than two posters per 
candidate placed in any one school 
building. No campaign literature 
will be allowed in classrooms or 
in the Student Union. 

Money Spent 

Mechanically reproduced mate- 
rial may not be distributed in the 
street or in class rooms, and no 
more than $25 may be spent on 
any one candidate’s campaign. A 
budget of estimated expenses 
must be submitted at the time of 
the election forum. Any gifts, do- 
nations, etc., will be assigned 
their retail value far the purpose 
of listing expenses. The expenses 


of advertising in the HATCHETT 
will be limited to a maximum of 
three dollars ($3.00). 

During the election period other 
rules must be observed. Addition- 
al posters may not be placed in 
school buildings after the cam- 
paign period. No campaign liter- 
ature may be distributed during 
this period, and demonstrations 
favoring a candidate will be per- 
mitted only on Wednesday, April 
29^. 8:30 a.m. to 9:00 a.m., 12:00 
noon to 1:00 p.m., 5:00 p.m. to 
6:00 p.m.; Thursday, April 30; 
8:15 a.m. to 8:45 a.m., 10:00 a.m. 
to 11:00 a.m., 12:30 p.m. to 1:00 
p.m. and 5:00 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. 

Demonstrations 

Locations of these demonstra- 
tions will be limited to G st. from 
20th st. to the west end of Monroe 
hall, and 21st st. between G and 
H sts. 

Demonstrations or any means 
of influencing voters will be al- 
lowed, providing that no litera- 
ture is distributed and there is 
no undue noise. 

The polls in front of the Stu- 
dent Union will be open from 8:30 
a.m. to 8:00 p.m. on both days of 
elections. Proper identification 
must be presented at the polls, in 


groups. The men of each 
group will receive colored 
tags bearing their names and 

fraternity affiliations. 

The parties will be one hour 
long— 2:00 to 3:00, 3:00 to 4:00 
and 4:00 to 5:00 p.m. During the 
first hour the male groups will 
visit the corresponding group of 
sororities. At the end of each hour, 
they will rotate until each male 
group has visited each sorority 
group. During the hour, the men 
may visit any number of the four 
sororities in the group. From 3:00 
to 4:00 p.m. the sororities will 
serve refreshments. - 

Signature Card 

At registration the men will re- 
ceive cards on which will be listed 
the sorority names and the sched- 
ule of visitation. The social chair- 
man or president will sign the 
card when her sorority is visited. 
Signatures may be obtaiued only 
during scheduled visits. 

A prize will be awarded to the 
fraternity with the largest percent 
participation. A participant is one 
who has obtained at least nine 
signatures. The winner will be 
probably announced at the Colo- 
nial Cruise, Gaile Cook and Dick 
Wills and co-chairman of Ema- 
non.

ternak. Mr. George Reavey, Brit- 
ish poet and critic, and the Rev- 
erend Alexander Schmemann, 
S.I.D., prominent churchman and 
theologian will be the speakers. 

Mrs. Yakobson, head of the 
University’s Slavic Language De- 
partment, said that the Russian 
club has been very conscientious 
in obtaining the best speakers 
for the occasion. They are willing- 
ly taking time out to come to 
Washington Thursday to talk on 
Mr. Pasternak and his novel, Dr. 
Zhivago.

^Ir. Reavey, visiting Professor 
at Long Island University, a dis- 
tinguished author and critic, and 
translater of Boris Pasternak 
since the late 1920’s will discuss 
Pasternak as a literary stylist. He 
first met Pasternak, whom he has 
known personally since 1931, at 
the British Embassy in Moscow. 
Mr. Reavey is considered an au- 
thority on Russian literature and 
has translated several Russian 
novels and written five books of 
poetry. 


Dr. Schmemann, a member of 
both the Faith and Order Com- 
mission World Council of 
Churches and the Committee on 
Worship and Arts, National Coun- 
cil of Churches, will discuss the 
philosophical content and reli- 
gious, significance of the novel, 
Dr. Zhivago. Dr. Schmemann is 
a Russian historian and an au- 
thority on Russian religious and 
philosophical thought, and has 
written authoritatively in his 
field.
